Loan Really Bails Out U. 5. Creditors 


Things To Remember 
P ' rs MORE THAN phrase-twisting to say 
that the thing* to be remembered o n Me­ 
mo rial Day are so metimes the things mo st 
easily forgotten. 
It is easy to fo rget that the wo u nds o f the 
Civil War, who se dead were the first to be 
ho no red by a special o ccasio n, still are u n­ 
healed. Hie Unio n still is no t witho u t flaw. 
It is easy to fo rget that if anyo ne had fo reseen 
ho w many graves were go ing to be added to 
tho se deco rated in the years after the Civil 
War the predictio n wo u ld have seemed fan­ 
tastic and incredible. It is easy to fo rget that 
few Americans in the last centu ry have been 
co u rageo u s eno u gh to make an ho nest ap­ 
praisal o f the co st o f preserving their repu blic. 
Tho se who have fallen in the service o f 
this natio n were no t an aimless sacrifice. They 
were the sacrifice claimed by the harsh cir­ 
cu mstances which challenge every natio n s 
bid fo r independence, u nity and integrity. 
They were given u p relu ctantly. 
Their 
places were never filled. 
And the bro ken 
hearts they left behind them never were made 
who le agpin. Each time It happened again, 
the hu rt was deeper and harder to bear. Bu t 
the dead did no t die in fu tility. They helped 
to save America. 
It may no t have happened fo r the last time. 
The price o f freedo m is still as high as it ever 
was. perhaps higher than it was when go v­ 
ernment o f the peo ple, by the peo ple and fo r 
the peo ple was still a no velty. These are so me 
o f the things to remember o n Memo rial Day. 


Passing Grade In Cipheritis 
A ND IT came to pass that the third o f the 
- three R’c—rithmetic—finally went o u t o f 
style in the pu blic-scho o l cu rricu lu m. 
Be­ 
ginning o n o r abo u t the middle o f the 20th 
centu ry, it* place was taken by the new 
science o f cipheritis. 
T h ereafter, instead o f Jo hn having fo u r ap­ 
ples and Mary having three apples and ho w 
many pies co u ld Mrs. Mu rphy bake if a pie 
to o k seven apples, the pu pils grappled with 
ciphers. It didn’t matter any mo re ho w many 
apples anyo ne had. They weren t wo rth any­ 
thing. 
If Jo hn had 000 and Mary had 000, to gether 
they didn’t have eno u gh to make the do wn 
payment Bu t if Jo hn had 0 000 and Mary had 
000 then they were in the lo west tax brackets 
and co u ld make a qu arterly payment Bu t to 
pay the who le thing wo u ld take 00 000 plu s 
00 000. Becau se du e to the high co st o f go v 
ernment, no o ne ever o wed less than 000 000. 
These gro u ps o f ciphers u sed to have names, 
su ch as hu ndreds, tho u sands, tens and hu n 
dreds o f tho u sands, millio ns and billio ns. Bu t 
that was to o cu mberso me so it became the cu s 
to m to refer to them as first seco nd, third, 
fo u rth and fifth magnitu des o f ciphers and 
so o n. ad infinitu m. And even the first mag­ 
nitu de, 000. wa s an abbreviatio n. It fo rmerly 
had been 0 000 000 000 (o r o ne billio n). Bu t 
with the intro du ctio n o f cipher it ism anything 
less than that didn’t co u nt. Adding machines 
w ere made mu ch w ider and life became mu ch 
simpler, especially fo r bo ya and girls in 
scho o l. All they had to do was lo o k at 
000 000 000 000 000 000 000 and kno w that it 
represented the daily spending rate o f go vern­ 
ment, w here as 000 000 000 000 000 was the 
daily tax inco me o f go vernment It was mo re 
fu n than keeping track o f apples. 


WASHINGTON 
WASHINGTON is getting aw­ 
fu lly palsy with Pero n these 
days. A gro u p o f Argentine jo u r­ 
nalists is visiting the U. S. The 
Argentine chief o f staff, Lt.-Gen. 
Victo r Jamie Majo , is to u ring the 
co u ntry at U. S. go vernment ex­ 
pense. And then there was this 
matter o f a $ 125,000,000 credit, 
granted to a co mbinatio n o f Ar­ 
gentine banks by the U. S. Ex- 
po rt-Impo rt Bank, writh 
so me 
gentle u rging by the U. S. State 
Department. 
Effect o f this lo an has no t been 
go o d in o ther parts 
o f Latin- 
America. It has created the im­ 
pressio n that the way to get a 
lo an fro m Uncle Sam is to go 
bankru pt. It may cau se po litical 
u psets in Ecu ado r and Uru gu ay. 
And the Chileano s. who have been 
the rea? so lid co -o perato rs with 
the United States, are o penly ex­ 
pressing their disgu sto . 
Abo u t this U. S.-Argentine big 
deal, ho wever, there is co nsider­ 
able misu nderstanding. President 
Pero n o nce said, several years 
ago , that he wo u ld cu t o ff his 
nght arm befo re he asked fo r a 
lo an. H® still has his right arm. 
And he has the pro mise o f a lo an. 
He go t aro u nd this difficu lty, 
no t by “asking fo r a lo an,” bu t by 
having a gro u p o f banks ‘accept 
a credit” They are twins, bu t the 
latter seems to be to nier. 
The gro u p o f Argentine banks 
accepting the credit is 
pretty 
mu ch o f a fro nt All banks in the 
Argentine are ju st the same as 
natio nalized and u nder tight go v­ 
ernment co ntro l. The $ 125,000,000 
U. S. credit they are accepting is 
gu aranteed by the Central Bank 
o f Argentina. 
• 
HOW MUCH o f a gu arantee 
that is may be qu estio nable. 
It 
recalls the sto ry o f o ne American 
o fficial who was asked to cable 
to his headqu arters a co py o f the 
Bank o f Argentina’s statement. 
His reo W was that it wasn’t wo rth 
the cable to lls. 
Bu t the biggest catch in the Ar­ 
gentine lo an—o r credit—is that 
no t a cent o f the mo ney is go ing 
to leave the United States. This 
po int has no t been clearly u nder­ 
sto o d. 
What the Expo rt-Impo rt Bank 
has really do ne is no t to bail o u t 
the Argentine, bu t to bail o u t a 
nu mber o f U. S. banks and big 
and little bu siness 
firms 
who 
have tried to do bu siness 
with 
Pero n. 
They have shipped go o ds to the 
Argentine o n credit, and have 
never been paid fo r them. So the 
mo ral qu estio n here is no t wheth­ 
er no w is the time fo r the U. S. 
go vernment to co me to the aid o f 
Pero n and his party. It is wheth­ 
er the U. S. go vernment sho u ld 
co me to the aid o f American bu s­ 
iness firms who have no t been 
very smart in their deals with 
Pero n. 


"... Yet Shall He Live"— 'St. John, 1 


Best estimates in Washingto n 
are that the Argentine has $ 108,- 
000,000 wo rth o f co mmercial debts 
in the United States. In additio n, 
there are abo u t $ 30,000,000 wo rth 
o f Argentine go vernment debts 
in this co u ntry. No bo dy has a 
very clear idea o f what these 
Argentine go vernment debts are 
fo r. 
There is a so mewhat better idea 
o f who has been ho lding the bag 
fo r the $ 108,000,000 wo rth o f pri­ 
vate debts. Ro u ghly o ne-third is 
o wed to 19 U. S. banks. Fo u r are 
big banks. Natio nal City Bank o f 
New Yo rk and First Natio nal o f 
Bo sto n are o n the ho o k fo r abo u t 
$ 7,000,000 apiece. The New Yo rk 
agencies o f Bank o f Lo ndo n & 
So u th America and Ro yal Bank 
cf Canada are in 
fo r 
lesser 
amo u nts. 


ANOTHER third o f the debt is 
o wed to U. S. big bu siness firms. 
Mo st o f the well-kno wn names 
are represented — Internatio nal 
Genera1 Electric, Westingho u se, 
Fo rd, General Mo to rs Expo rt and 
so o n. 
The o ther third is o wed to o ver 
300 smaller U. S. expo rters and 
manu factu rers who have been 
stu ck fo r varying su ms o f $ 100,- 
000 o r u nder. There is no kno wn 
list o f these credito rs in the U. S. 
no w. 
Central Bank o f Argentina and 
the bank gro u p have been asked 
to send representatives to Wash­ 
ingto n with fu ll info rmatio n. In 
screening all these papers, Ex­ 
po rt-Impo rt Bank is likely to 
thro w o u t all claims fo r payments 
fo r mu nitio ns and fo r su ch lu x­ 
u ries as Ko ehler bathro o ms fo r 
Evita and Cadillacs fo r Pero n. 
The Argentine go vernment will 
be to ldto pay tho se itself. Bu t all 
legitimate transactio ns—su ch as 
fo r farm machinery, lo co mo tives 
and o ther manu factu res—will be 
co nsidered fo r payment. 
Tho . big qu estio n which this 
deal raises is whether 
it 
will 
merely set the Pero n go vernment 
u p to pile o n ano ther indebted­ 
ness. Opinio n is divided o n the 
answer. 
The small bu siness firms pro b­ 
ably wo n’t let 
themselves 
get 
bu rnt again. And the big banks 
pro bably wo n’t let themselves get 
so deeply invo lved. Bu t the big 
manu factu ring 
expo rters 
will 
pro bably be right back in there 
do ing bu siness at the same o ld 
stand and in the same o ld way, in 
very sho rt time. Co mpetitio n will 
fo rce them to extend new credits, 
and they’ll ho pe that Uncle Sam 
will again co llect their bills fo r 
them. 
One catch o n this is that U. S. 
firms no w do ing bu siness in the 
Argentine have $ 67,000,000 
o f 
blo cked pro fits they aren’t per­ 
mitted to take o u t o f the co u ntry, 
except at abo u t o ne-third o f the 
cu rrent exchange rate.

\ I rHEN THE trees co me into fu ll leaf and the 
” three R‘*—rithmetic—finally went o u t o f 
fcx ¡» u ty, the tho u ghts o f co ngressmen tu rn to 
vacatio n plans. 
This is 
always a matter o f prime impo r­ 
tance in a co u ntry which eats and breathes 
po litics du ring mo st o f its waking and so me o f 
its sleeping ho u rs. When members o f Co ngress 
begin to talk abo u t adjo u rnment, they talk in 
terms o f u nfinished 
bu siness. 
They 
talk, 
especially, abo u t u nfinished bu siness which 
can be left that way, and this fu rnishes a clu e 
to the pro bable shape o f po ltical issu es fo r the 
remainder o f the year. 
If Co ngrats adjo u rns befo re Labo r 
Day, 
perhaps early in Au gu st, it pro bably will 
fo rsake the Brannan Plan, health insu rance, 
repeal o f the Taft-Hartlev Act, renewal o f the 
military draft law. revisio n o f u nemplo yment 
co mpensatio n benefits and federal aid to edu ­ 
catio n. It mill pu t all o ther pending measu res, 
except appro priatio ns fo r fo reign aid and the 
go vernment's do mestic bu dget o n a nip-and- 
tiic k basis So cial Secu rity revisio n, rent co n­ 
tro l excise-tax revisio n and even financial 
aid fo r rearming Eu ro pe will have to 
be 
Jo ckeyed into po sitio n by their backers lest 
they finish o u t o f the mo ney. 
The co ngressio nal aim in an electio n year 
is to do as little as po ssible with as mu ch ef­ 
fect as po ssible. Co ntro versy is so mething to 
be avo ided. A rivers-and-harbo rs bill distri­ 
bu ting federal po rk is “mu st” bu siness. A bill 
to revise so cial secu rity benefits is “maybe” 
bu siness. A bill to renew the wartime draft 
is “never” bu siness.

The disease is 
so mewhat mo re co mmo n in girls 
than in bo ys and affects princi­ 
pally tho se between five and 15 
years o f age. So me children with 
early signs o f cho rea do no t ap­ 
pear to be ill bu t merely mo re 
awkward than u su al. They are 
o ften sco lded by their parents 
o r teachers fo r dro pping things 
and sho wing o ther signs o f po o r 
mu scu lar co ntro l witho u t realiz­ 
ing that it is illness and no t in­ 
tentio n which is respo nsible. 
In mild cho rea 
the 
general 
health is go o d, the mu scles twitch 
o nly slightly and the speech and 
mental fu nctio ns are no t distu rb­ 
ed. Children with mild cho rea 
frequ ently co mplain o f fatigu e. 
Emo tio nal distu rbances, su ch as 
easy crying and nightmares, are 
o ften present. When the hands 
are held straight o u t in fro nt 
with the fingers spread, the jerky 
irregu lar mo vements o f the mu s­ 
cles are characteristic and can be 
easily reco gnized by the exper­ 
ienced physician. 
In the severe fo rm o f the dis­ 
ease the mo vements invo lve a lo t 
o f mu scles and the yo u ngster 
may no t even be able to feed o r 
u ndress themselves witho u t help. 
So metimes the speech is affected 
and a child may no t be able to 
talk at all fo r several days. 
The w'o rst type o f cho rea is the 
maniacal fo rm which is. fo rtu ­ 
nately. very rare.
